Historic Gathering Elects ' 
Leader 

JACK SPËCTOR 

Defects of Present Parties 
Scored 

At an historic meeting yesterday 
aftomoon, an assemblage of eminent 
politicians mot to eloot Jack Spector 
leader of tho new party entering 
political life, and to formulate a plat- 
form of vital impportancc. 

It was decided to name tho party 
The Reform Party in view uf the 
prossing reforms contemplated in the 
Aitional imtorest. 

The. meeting placed itself oti re- 
cord as being directly opposed to the 
introduction C. the ;.„• •:^tf. tvnadi^n 
Party System and nomenclature into 
the Mock Parllamunt of McGill. Be. 
cause such alignment exists In English 
and European universities generally, 
is no reason for hatching the practice 
at McGill. Tho spirit of broad loler- 
anco and academic unity which hits 
been so characteristic of the Uni- 
versity in the past can 111 afford the 
fostering of political sclolsms. 

Since the bill of the next Session 
concerns the cutting down of the 
Senate's powers as contained In the 
Act of 1011 of the Imperial Parliament 
a. most irrational policy for a Rational 
Parly, ttnd since the Conservative 
Government whoso sole aim is to 
conserve Itself a.t all costs will fight 
fexr Hie 'status t)Uo' of the Senate, the 
Reform Party proposes tu Introduce 
an amendment to the bill which will 
demand the reform of the Senate on 
the lines In id down by the Constitut- 
ion of iho Iritih Froo State 11122. 

"There is no doubt that of the 
three plans, limit of the Reform Party 
Is Iho sanest, safest! and most logical," 
Raid a. prominent member of that 
party.

slon. 

When ajiked concerning ihe modern 
or poets |-.e iauded Kipling and his 
contemporaries such as Yeats, Mlllay 
and Maanfield, who can preyeluce works 
of wondsrful beauty out of. what we 
tivnsider. the coarjeness ot modern 
life. Th- iocemot.vi; will be just :n 
beautiful I:, the i yet of futurity 
chariot Is .o oui s 

While art should be univers.-,' | n its 
appeal there 's rr.om tor an art.^j' :c 
interpretation of Canada's indlvleiuali. 
ty, A »rcîti Càiinejiad r.ovsl o r poena 
would, of-nccesaity. be imfcremt from 
an English or American one. but r,o 
matter how I oca i: eoiour to appeal 
Its appeal would l.e universal. A 'ale 
of F rone-:. Canada if unite as acce-f 
able to New York publishers as .s 
one noare,- nc.me. i.' -.veil written. This 
statement should be borne In mind 
by those w.-io oeivccate Canadian ma- 
gazines without comptii'lns tho num- 
bers of the reading public here and in 
the L'ni^.d States. Mr Carman, ho. v - 
ever, did ne>t wish to criticize Cana- 
dian publications, on the contrary, ne 
praised the 'Canadian Forum" and 
aientioned some cr its articles as 
worthy of exceptional esteem. 

For those who desire to enter in- 
io a cares- of ptoftssion.il of writing 
ho suggested that journalistic work 
was of the best possible training- He 
mentioned che assiiance that could be 
?ivon to young writers by such m»n 
as Dona .'f the New York Sun. who 
has ibeen !;o prore.nent in encouraging 
.-.riginality In yonrg reports. Mr. C-ir 
man was very interested in the "I.i 
terary Supplement" and readily prom 
isad to sett J an nrticJe for publication 
at some later drte.

Animated Discussion on Ec- 
onomic Situation 

U the third meeting of the Poli- 
tical Economy Cub held on Thursday 
e'.vcnlng in the Arts Building, the re- 
cently formulated Dawes plan was 
thoroughly discussed In all its es- 
sentials by J. H .

A., and W. W. Goforth. B.A . Tor- 
outo). Both addrcsse, were enjoyed 
by a large audience which included 
as guests Sir Andrew Macphail and 
Dr. Caldwell of the Philosophy dep- 
art mont . 

Outlining the events which led up 
I., the appointment of an expert win. 
tuittee to Investigate financial con- 
ditions in Germany, Blumenstein went 
on to describe how French policy had 
resulted In the German policy et pas- 
sivo resistance in 1923. Ho then pro- 
ceeded to analyse the report Itself, 
and emphasised the importance of 
the gold hank included in its piovi- 
sions. and also the loan of S00, 000.000 
gold marks which was to onable 
Germany to pay reparations during 
tho period of reconstruction. 

.Goforth began by reviewing the. 
problems that havo arisen since the 
plan was formulated. Those included 
the raisins cvf the returned sunm m 
Germany couplod with the transfer 
of these sums to- allied countries, and 
finally tho readjustment of tho eco- 
nomic .structure when payments bad 
boon concluded. After showing how 
the Dawes loan was greoted with suc- 
cess, especially in tho Cuitod States 
where that country's share was sol.l 
lu ton minutes. Goforth concluded by 
suylng that tho plan with all its de- 
fects was yet a singularly able docu- 
ment worthy of a high and permanent 
place la national economiio studies.

THE THING TO DO 



The Toronto University Boxing, Wrestling and Fencing tenm 
is by report responsible for the statement that they would rather 
perform before a McGill crowd than before any other. Presum- 
able the conduct c.I the crowd at 'h«» last Intercollegiate Assault- 
At-Arms gave rise to this flattering remark. The adjective "flat- 
tering" is used advisedly, albeit with due deference to the senti- 
- ment expressed, for it would be a reflection on our sportsmanship 

* 

to regard the remark as complimentary. 

Boxing, Wrestling and Fencing are distinguishable to a 
marked degree from sports as football or hockey in that they are 
personal and individual encounters. The element of team play is 
1 lacking, each exponent depending entirely on his own efforts. It is 
therefore unnecessary for the individual to feel that he has co- 
| operation; more is it essential that he rely on his personal powers 
r alone, and that he receives no encouragement, nor his opponent 
the opposite,, during the progress of the bout. This we think is a 
recognized principle in all so-called individual sports. It is correct 
for instance, in tennis for a spectator to clap a particularly bril- 
liant stroke or exciting rally, but only when the play is complet- 
ed, and the point awarded. Golf is bound up with etiquette, and 
rightly so, for here concentration of attention is the essence of 
the game, and so spectators and opponents' are required to remain 
silent while the play is proceeding, nor may '.hey at ar.y time re- 
; sort to tactics calculated to put a player "off his game. 

Boxing, Wrestling and Fencing, but peculiarly the first, 
are, it is our opinion, in the same class as the foregoing examples. 
Cheering a boxer, who rallies and reattacks his hitherto success- 
ful opponent, does more than show appreciation for his die-hard 
spirit. It has, to a certain degree, the same effect as aid in the 
form of several supporters suddenly appearing in the ring would 
i' have. It may enable an inferior boxer to defeat a better man who 
on account of circumstances is before o strange crowd. A laugh 
at the seemingly ludicrous wild swing of a weary boxer is not 
only bad sportsmanship but also bad taste, showing as it does a 
lack of sympathy for the punishement which accounts for his 
. condition. One should never forget that the blows inflicted are 
falling on the inmates of the ring, and not upon the spectators. 

There is no particular credit attached to good sportsmanship, 
since it is to be presumed. The absence of it however! is opr.v 
to the severest censure. If some one remarks that we are in the 
habit of having clean hands we may feel flattered, but surely 
not complimented. A remark to the contrary, merited, would as 
surely create in anyone a feeling of shame. Let us therefore exer- 
-e.the utmost care that there be no blot upon our escutcheon.

GENUINENESS OF HOLY GRAIL 

CUP IS DOUBTED 
Interesting Discusa'on of Origin of' 
Chalice Found in 1910 Givon by 
Princeton Archaeologist. 

(The lolloiving article was written 
for the Prliiceionlnn by Professor C. 
R. Moroy of the Department of Art 
and Archaeology in explanation of an 
antique communion cup found in An- 
tiocli, Syria, in 1910. This cup, a 
brief description ol which is given 
below, was considered by many ar- 
chaeologists to be th e historical Holy 
Oi-n.il and subsequently much con- 
troversy arose over ita real origin. 

The cup consists of two parts , an 
inner cup and an outer aliell designed 
ua a. holder. The elaborate carvimrs 
on the surface of the shell roprcsent 
tcii apostles and two representation* 
of Clirist. Certain scholars Culve an. 
nounced that In their opinion those fi_ 
5'Jres are aotunl portrnJts by an ar- 
tist who lived In the time of Christ 
and furthermore that the Chalice of 
Antloch Is tlie cup that Christ used 

at the Last Supper. 
I. 

Professor Morey of Princeton has a 
different view on tho subject. He 
states that the cup, if not an actual 
fake is probaJly by its shape and "un- 
antiqno surface-working:," a slxili 
century heirloom.)

The ago that i'b claimod tor the 
Chalice of Antioch and the recent In. 
terestlnfr. article by Professor New- 
holt of the University of Pennsylvania 
In the Ladies Home Journal which 
goes so far as to migffost thai the orl- ' 
ffinal cup was tho one uacd in the 
Last Supper, make it an object which 
must command tho attention of all 
tho Christian world. For thin reason, 
if for no oilier the piece demamln 
most careful consideration from w- 
uhacoloplsts and a veil' rigid slftinc 
of tho ovide.nco on which IIji clahn to 
so çreat an antiquity is babied. II is 
unfortunate that chore is no complete 
and adoqualo rnnord of Its discovery 
which would obviate all quofltionn as 
to the ago. of tho object. It must bp 
confessed, however, that the record of 
tho find is fair from complete and the 
Ht aniline of Oho monument in Chris. 
Man Art mu Ht be determined by other 
means. 

With this in' mind archaeologists 
are Mkely to be troubled by several 
dlwrfpancioH which appear when one 
oxajmliiea the toc*.inJque and ati'lo of 
tho Chalice. The first is the fact of 
tho unusual preservation of Ihn outer 
envolopn of the nup whloh aeoms not 
even to have lont its solder, althoiieh 
the solder Is commonly absent In t lie 
fllldu of antique silver. Anntihor |s 
tho fnct; t'.imlt the nxldizallnn of the 
inner cup doe.,s not sceni to have a.f. 
fected the outer envelope to the. ox- 
lent, that one would expect. Tho 
loohniquc of the fleures and vine or- 
na.nient is not, in my opinion, a good 
one, but «eemn irregular and the f Is— 
lires of the Apostles and of Christ, If 
oiio judges them by 'he original and 
not. from the etdhluga which Çiavé 
been made of them Impress one as of 
rather inferior and .sketchy finish. 
The d«sign of the vine orna.ment, 
aesiin, Is rather hesitatingly dono 
with holes In the poittern and witih 
curious utrelo'.ies of bare stein, ac- 
com.p.i,nlod Its' ? very uainvcntlvo 
a.nd crude handlins of tho tendrils, 
which is hard lo parniUol in antique 
docoriilion. Tho unusual olaboratjoii
